That the future culture of the West 
must inev itably be the 
cold, 
cruel, 
harsh, objectiv e civ ilization 
of 
the 
Mediterranean wa s a question not oi 
fact but of time. 
But it was east of the Rhine that 
lay the 
shadowy 
territories 
that 
most frightened and annoy ed 
that 
logical race who alway s used a con­ 
crete and nev er an abstract 
word. 
In the black forests and among 
the 
mountains and streams of 
German;* 
there lurked a my sterious something 
which Rome could nev er understand 
and which a later age ex pressed 
b 
the word “ romance” . 
For all its rude huts, 
starv eling 
herds and my riad 
separate 
tribes, 
this gloomy northward land conta in­ 
ed, unknown to, hut not unfelt by , 
the laureled emperor, the seed of 
a 
new civ ilization that was in time to 
set itself up against and to oust 
the 
classic from the West. 
Quintilius Varus, late proconsul of 
Sy ria, recently appointed commander 
in chief of the Roman forces in Ger­ 
many . had his pratetorium in what is 
now the Ruhr. 
He gratified all 
his 
ta stes as though he were 
liv ing 
in 
the nost civ ilized nad 
subdued 
of 
prov inces. 
The newest ode of Hor- 
atius Flaceus could a lway s be found 
unrolled upon his couch. 
The 
per­ 
fectly balanced speeches of the la te­ 
ly deceased Marcus Tuldius Circero 
were The model for his own disserta ­ 
tions. 
Lamprey s and larks’ tongues 
from the remotest parts of the em ­ 
pire graced his banquets. 
Varus was pleasantly surprised at 
the deference paid to him by the Ger­ 
man princes, and most of all wa s he 
delighted with the respectful a tten­ 
tions of one Herman, or, in the Latin 
tongue, Arminius. 
He belonged 
to 
the old Anglo-Sax on 
tribe 
of 
the 
Cherusci, whose descendants are the 
modern English. 
Arminius, like so 
many of the petty chiefta ins’ sons, 
had been specially fav ored 
by 
the 
Romans and outwardly subscribed in 


many respects to the inv aders’ cus­ 
toms and manners. 
But at heart he wa s an intense na ­ 
tionalist, who had nev er 
forgotten 
that 15th birthday when, raised 
on 
the shields of the Cheruscan 
wa r­ 
riors, he had sworn to safegua rd his j 
people’s 
liberties. 
Secretly 
elected 
leader by his peers, he was in point 
of fact a t the head of what was per­ 
haps the first mov ement of European 
nationalism. 
Not until the autum of the y ear A. 
D. 9 did trouble begin. 
Somewhere 
near the mouth of the Ems a tribe 
secretly in concert with Herman de­ 
nied their a llegiance to Caesar. Stim 
ulated by the 
ultraimperial 
senti­ 
ments of the German prince. Varus 
decided to make an ex a mple of the 
offenders in person, and the cumbr­ 
ous machinery of three imperial le­ 
gions wa s set in motion. 
A long and stra ggling column 
of 
14,000 infantry with 80<> cav alry and 
an immense ba gga ge train of spring- 
less carts and litters began to wind 
its way westward, a long the line 
of 
the Lippe Riv er, until it reached the 
hilly and wooded country that forms 
the watershed between the Lippe and 
the Ems.

harshly 
blamed for making in the y ear A. 1) 
9 the identical blunder committed by 
General Burgoy ne just 1770 y ears la­ 
ter. 
The principles of adv ance thru 
difficult and hostile country 
in

face of irregulars hav e lx *en s u c c e s s ­ 
iv ely laid down and equally s u c c e s s ­ 
iv ely ignored. 


Inv ariably this neglect h a s 
met 
with serious consequences; hut 
the 
momentary earelessnes of Quintiliu-' 
Varus which led him to march 
into 
the tangled "Teutoberger Wald" (a 
it was called in A. D. 9 and is still 
called in A. D. 19 30) was destined not 
only to destroy three legions 
and 
himself but to decide that Northern) 
and Central Europe were to be freed 
forev er from the influence of a cla ss­ 
ical civ ilization. 


Across the tableland and into

A fter spending last week prospect­

Friday afternoon when 111 
degree 
tem perature outweighed findings. 
F or the past week, a few 
small 
fragm ents, rem ains of form er Indian 
feasts, small bones, bits of 
broken 
pottery and occasional flints 
were 
the net result. 
The tinds are not al- | 
together disappointing in th at they! 
indicate in some m easure the 
mode 
of life of the form er swamp inhabi- i 
tants. 
Friday's tem perature of 111 
degrees made work highly disagree­ 
able, however, and this together with 
the small finds led to discontinuance 
of the work. 
The sum total 
of 
alm ost 
three 
weeks’ work led to finding approxi­ 
m ately fifty pieces of worthwhile pot­ 
tery, and many more pieces of flint, 
m ortars, idols and miscellaneous a r­ 
ticles. 
It has been established with a fair 
degree of accuracy that the former 
Southeast Missourians were of the 
Caddo tribes of Indians.

is expressed by Gerard Fowke, 
re­ 
tired collector of Indian relics 
ami 
ardent student of their civilization. 
Fowke on a recent visit, interpreted

hundreds of fragile rem ains indicate 
th at the tribes were intim ately 
ac­ 
quainted with the millions of ducks, 
and droves of “honkers" which set­ 
tled each night on m urky swamp wa­ 
ters, and rose again 
the 
following 
m orning to continue their southward 
journeys. 
Cranes, pelicans and her­ 
ons, both blue and white, were known 
to the tribe, as were the biologically 
related fish. 
M eats were prom inent 
on the diet. 
Fowke is certain also th at the red 
men w-ere of a relatively high caste 
as aboriginal peoples go. 
The cul­ 
tivated grains, and cultivated grains 
arc a definite step upward as

p a n d with the hit or miss livelihood 
extracted from nature 
by

tiibes.
